SECURING CANDIDATES PLEDGED.

A Very Serious Danger Which now

Threatens the Republic.

REPURLICANS WILL OFFOSE IT.

Orgaulzation of an Amnesty Assoviation
to Release Conviots in Illinois,
Other News.

Cuicaco, Ang, 18.—Itis now clearly
proven that for some time there has been
a dallinnce hetween the managers of the
republican campaign and the iriends of
Fielden, Schwab and Neebe, who are in
prison at Joliet. It has been under-
stood that an altimatum was given the
candidate for governor to the effect that
he must ngree to pardon the anarchists
or suffer the consequences. The tactics
of the friends of the convicts is adroit.
They believe that if elected the demo-
eratic candidate would certainly pardon
Ogcar Neebe. If they ean, thereiore,
get an agrecwent from the republican
eandidate, they will have what is termed
a “sure thing,” But up to the point
where information breaks off the repub-
lican candidate has avoided making a
promise of a %ort that might be realized
on nfter the eleetion, The friends of
the men in prisen were becoming im-
patient and were manking threats,

At this juncture there is organized an
wmnesly association, with a prominent
republican, who is Gov. Fifer's friend,
at its head. It is not clear what the
fnnefions of the amnesty association
are.  Presumably the association as
arganized will be regarded by some asa
gnaranty that if Gov. Fifer is again
elected he will pardon one or more of the
anarchists, It may be doubted whether
Goy. Fifer is n party to the arrange-
ment. That this question of & pardon is
full of worry for a governor who isa
enndidate for re-election is clear enough.
Can the friends of Gov. Fifer hope to
ontbid Mr. Altgeld for the votes of the
friends of Ficlden, Schwab and Nebee?
It would be a dangerous precedent to
catablish, and if undertaken would not
only be risky for the party, but & men-
ace to the safety of the republie. Itie
evident that Gov. Fifer hasno hand in
it, because if he desired to pardon the
convicts and there were no difficulties in
the way he could do it as readily today
a8 he conld aiter the votes are cast next
November. It would be an ountrageous
thing to pardon any man from prison as
the result of a political deal. But if he

deserves his freedom ho shouold receive
hig pardon now for the sake of justice.

A Farmer's Trust.

New York Mail. Have the democ- |
rucy heard of the grape trnst. The|
growers in this vicinity have a combina-
tion, They pool their issnes. All the
grapes are handled by the trust or com-
pany, and an inspector firet sees that
they are marketable. They are then
shipped mostly to Chicago, St. Louis,
St. Panl and Cinciunati, in carload lots,
Freight rates are low, being only eigh-
teen cents a hondred to Chicago. At
the end of a stipulated period, weekly or
monthly, a ditision is made among the
farmers, according to thie amonnt of
their produoct, of the proceeds of the
sales. A good price for Concords, which
constitnte the principal part of the crop,
though Niagaras and Catawbas are aleo
grown, is 2 to 2!¢ cents a pound. All
caltivation is done with horses, and it
ig, therefore, no more care to cultivate a
vineyard than it is to cultivate a field of
corn. Mr. MeKinstry says that high
caltivation in grape growing, as in
everything else, payvs, and exira care
and attention will sometimes net geven
tons to the acre. He has seen s half
acre of Niagaras, with high cultivation,
yield 12,227 pounds. The grapes are all
packed in nine-pound boxes, and the
average nel price last year, which waa
low becanse it was a great fruit year,
was fifteen and one-tenth cents for a
nine pound basket to the grape grower
in the Chantaqua section. -

FIENDS 'IN' BUFFALO.

Property Destroyed and Life Sacrificed
by Another Union.

SWITCHMEN STRIKE IN BUFFALO.

They Burn the Cars, and Throw Traios

Off by Turoed Switches.

JEERING DEMONS AT THE WRECKS

Ferched Upon Cars they Smoke and
Enjoy the Result uf thelr
Lawlesa Work.

Buorraro, N. Y., Avg. 16.—The first
dispatches sent out from hore yesterday
1egarding the devilish work of the
strikers, was n tame affair. They ect
the fires which destroyed more than 200
loaded cars, at 2 a. m. yesterday. They
turned the -switches which threw
passenger coaches off the track at great
loss of property, and the imminent peril
of life; they clubbed and sandbagged
non*union men wherever found; they
gtole all the switch-lights on the Erie
between Smith street and the Western
New York and Penneylvania target, and
the switches conld not be =een in the
darknese. A wrMking train left Lhis
city to bring the passengers from Frie
train on the other side of the fire, and
Lehigh train from Philadelphia. The
trains were beth late asthey resched the
city, and were thrown from Lho rails by
the turning of the switches, At 2:45
o'clock the Erie passengers were bronght
into the city, tired and disgusted. They
were not molested by strikers, but the
ladice and children were considerably
irightened by the rioting and fires of the
freight-cars. Lehigh Valley train ar-
rived at Erie station at3 a. m. It lay at
Willinms street five Lonrs, The strikers

The company I understand
cannot sell, as there is a cloud on the
title.

The fish wheele, traps and nets kept
up their cateh till 12 o'clock midnight
on the 10th, which was very large the
last few days. Much to the regret of
the fishermen, all the wheels are high
and dry since the close of the senson not-
withstanding report says some violate
the law by rnaning after dark,

Quite a lurge number are rusticating
here, and at different places along the
river, from The Dalles and Portland,
The svceess and enjoyment of tha rosti-
cators thie senson will nndoubtedly in-
crenge the number largely next year.

withdrew withont injoring anybody.
Mewbers of the (heatrical company
stated that the confosion and the fire
just bevond Willinmz street wasappall-
ing around the burning c¢ars. The
strikers and their sympathizers wereen-
joying the result of their lawless work.
Perched high on box cars, they smoked
and jeered at the milroad men working
at the blazing wrecks. At 4:45 a, m,
the situation was improved somewhat
and the prospect favorable for car
passage.

Freight Conductor Martin Nevils, of
the Erie, died this morning from the re-
enlt of his injories. Nevils was hit on
the head, it was supposed, with a slong-
ghot. Union men wereassaulted where-
ever found. The Lehigh Valley lost
seventeen cars, and the Erie twenty-four.
Railroad men are unable at present to
fix an estimate of the loss. A claim will
be made againgt the city and county for
desmages, and the amount, of conrse, has
nok pet been figured up. Forty-seven
speclal depnty sheriffe left for Checktow-
aga and more will be sent oot daring the
afternoon. If the sheriff findé he can-
uot enforee order hie will appeal to the
government for militaryaid. The etrike
hasspread to Waverly, and will probably
go to Hornelleville and Bradford where
the switchmen are disatisfied. It will
not spread to any others in Buffalo, be-
cause, “Grand Master Sweeney' says:
""We have come to an agreement with
the Western New York and Pennsyl-
vania on a 10-hour basis, and will have
no trouble with that road. A confer-
ence with the general superintendent of
the Buffulo, Rochester and Pittsburg
has been arranged for today. T expeet
a settlement also to be made with that
road.” Bweeney claims that the Erie
and Lehigh eswitchmen have been
treated badly, their advances being
spurned by those in high authority, and
offers an apology for the unions, at
whose secret meetings the incendiarism
was enthuosed; by emphatically con-
demning the acls of lawlessness, and
stating that it was the work of irrespon-
sible individuals who conld not be con-
trolled, and not of the strikers. In the
ruins of one of the cars burned last night
the police have found the remains of an
empty kerosene can, showing the man-
ner in which the fire was started by
incendiaries. The car department
claims the work of the men at the
freight-car department was muoch im-
peded by the cutting of hose by up-
known parties. Twelve lengths of hose
were cut and rendered useless during
the night. It is estimated thst from
100 to 200 cars were destroyed by the
incendiaries.

AN ALMOST FORGOTTEN CASE.

A Stern Fight Coming in Court Over

Two Wills of The Estate.

WHIuvn ONE IS THE LEGAL HEIR.

Charges Due to & Desire on the Part of
Mrs. Dunton’'s Side to Becure the
Froperty.

Cuicaco, Aug, 16.—When Dr. Hepry
Martyn Beudder, Jr., died in his cell in
the county jail last June, probably from
the effects of polson administered by his
own hand, the public supposed that the
remarkable case would sink into ob-
livion. But the family of the dead man,
who so long as the prisoner lived eaid
nothing in his defense, have chosen now
to defend his memory. The first etate-
ment from the family is a long com-
munication from a brother, Dr, Doremys
Scudder. Itisa remarkable production,
and states for the first time the views of
the nearest relatives of the man who is
generally believed to have murdered
Mrs. Dunton, his mother-in-law, to have
tried to poison Mr, Dunton and to have
forged a will in order to obtain posses-
gion of the property of Mrs, Dunton. It
is & strange defense. Doremus suys
Henry was insane before Mrs. Dunton’s
death and showed homicidal and eni-
cidal tendencles. He was jnsane after
her death, eays thiz near relative,
tried to kill his own father, and in all
probability deliberately polsoned him-
self. Yet it is the claim of his family
that Heary Scudder did nob kill Mrs,
Dunton, did not try to kill Mr. Dunton,
did not forge the will that is believed to
be a forgery. This will, Dr. Doremus,
saye, is valld. The charges against his
brother, he says, were due to the desire
on the part of Mrs. Dunton’s relatives
to obtain Mrs. Dunton’s property. But
in making these harsh statements in re-
gard to the mourning relatives of the
dead woman what does Dr. Doremus
Sendder'reveal on the other eide? The
second will, he says, i8 no forgery.
Therefore it is apparent that the first
document will be contested in the inter-
ests of Mrs, Dora Scudder, This is ren-
dered more certain by the silence of Dr.
Doremus Sendder regarding the circum-
stances surrounding the making of the
will or wills, and the attempt of Dr.
Henry Scudder to remove the tin box
containing Mrs, Dunton’s papers. So it
is fair to conclude that & stern fight is
coming in court over these two wiils,

The strange case is yet full of Interest
for the public.

And
all this money would be spent here,
whereas now nearly every dollar of it Ia
shipped out of the country.

I
think I will mention this to a few of the
cannerymen and see if the change can’t
be effected next geason.
